er than -ever before, low quality 
peas bring exceedingly low prices. 
Fresh peas grown in the south and 
west are now available in Wiscon- 
sin all winter, "tempting those con- 
sumers who can pay a little extra. 
Ffbzen peas are winning a share of 
the market that used to: go to can- 


ned peas." Moreover, Wisconsin has 
certain obstacles in the- industry, 
such as drought and heat which 
stunt, the crop during some seasons, 
aphids, diseases, and frequently low 
soil fertility, it was said. 


Record Dimmed 


"Although Wisconsin 
produces 


more canning peas than any other 
state, the glamor of that distinction 
has been dimmed by our Irequent 
surpluses. Not more acres; but bet- 
ter quality and yield on the- acres 
we grow, are the twin keys to a 
more active market and lower cost 
of production." farmers were. told.

How does it happen that people 
live in the Arctic but not in the 
Antarctic? 


The chief reason seems to be 


simple one—the Arctic. has a far 
better food supply than the Antatc* 
tic.

Except for moss, the Antarctic 


has little plant life. The Arctic oh 
the other hand, has large stretch** 
of (round with plants of several 
hundred kinds. Aside from • few 
kinds of shrubs which produce ber- 
ries, the wild Arctic plants are of 
little use as food for people, but 
they help support animal life.

Eskimos in the Arctic live on - the 


animals. They hunt and kill polar 
bears, using their flesh for food and 
their hides for clothing. 


The Arctic hare, a large-sized 
rabbit is another kind of game, and 
in some parts of the Northland is 
important for food. 
Arctic hares 
have white fur in winter. 


Eskimos also hunt birds and cari- 


bou for .food. Caribou are members 
of the reindeer family; Those which 
are natives to lands north of the 
Arctic Circle are not of large size. 
Larger-sized reindeer have been 
imported into Alaska and a section 
of northern Canada for .use of the 
Eskimos.

Many Eskimos depend on the sea 


for food. They capture seals in large 
numbers, eating the flesh, turning 
the fat into oil. and making cloth- 
ing from the skins. They treat the 
walrus, a relative of .the seal, in 
the same way, but it is not so com- 
monly caught. 


Some Eskimos eat what has been 


nicknamed "Eskimo ice cream." It 
is ,inade by mixing marrow taken 
from reindeer bones with fat and 
blueberries. The mixture is heated 
until it melts, and then is beaten 
very much as we might beat cream. 


The next step is to let the mix- 


ture cool until it .becomes a hard, 
frozen mass. Then it is eaten. You 
and I probably would not enjoy 
such "ice cream," but Eskimos seem 
to like it very much. 


In times when the supply of flesh 


food is small, Eskimos gather the 
roots and leaves of certain wild 
plants. They also eat the inner 
bark of willow and birch trees from 
time to time. 


There is no careful census of the 


number of Eskimos, but here are 
estimates: In Greenland, 13,000; in 
Alaska, 14,000; in Siberia, 1,000- in 
northern Canada, 5,000. 


If those estimates are correct, the 


total number of Eskimos' in the 
world is only about 33,000. Most of 
them live north of the Arctic Cir- 
cle. Their life is hard, but they seem 
cheerful They did not know there 
was a better world until white men 
came to visit them. Eskimos who 
have come south 
almost always 


have died very soon, so for these 
people the Arctic is still the best 
home.
